courtway up the broad marble st^iir- 
case, banked with magnificent floral 
pieces, and across the vast reception 
hall, those who had come to the pal- 
ace found themselves in a room of 
state, the draperies of which wero 
black with silver fringe. 


It was lighted up by the glare from 


electric globes and the softer glow of 
hundreds of candles. 
The mahogany 


casket in which the 
king lay 
was 


half draped with colors of the old 
grenadier regiment and surmounted 
by his daughters' floral wreaths.

was guarded on either side by three 
oflicers in uniforms glittering with 
gold and swords brought up to the 
royal salute.

INDIVIDUAL HOG HOUSED 


An Expert Breeder's Plan For Housing 


Swine. 


A practical breeder says In regard lo 


the housing of swine: The Ideal of 
most men who grow bogs regularly 
mid to ibe capacity of their farms Is a 
large house that will accommodate all 
Ilielr sows at once. 
A majority of 


growers never reach this Ideal. Those 
who do more often than otherwise Uud 
out that they have uiude a mistake in 
building their Weal. I think that the 
construction of Individual housiw will 
prove very serviceable t,o the ordinary 
breeder. This bouse is 5'/2 by (I feet 
inside, G feet high In front anil 2% 
feet at the back. 
It Is roofed with 


Bhlnglcg and Is built for the fron 
be toward the south. There Is as lit- 
tle timber used as possible for fraui- 
lug purposes. Tho sills are cut fron: 
2 by 0 lp"h stuff, two of them C feet 
long and two 5 feet 2 inches and spiked 
together so that the frame will be O'A 
by 0 feet. Then two 2 by 4 Inches are 
cut 0 feet long for back and front to 
nail the siding or weather boarding to. 
In nailing on the siding these two 
pieces are dropped about two Inches 
from the upper end of the siding. Then 
when the rafters are cut, four of them, 
they are fitted inside the weathe'- 
boarding. 


The rafters at the end are used for
